DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 7/20/201 1 , with respect to claims 8 and 1 5 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 8 and 1 5 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8, 10-16, and 18-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to 
teach or suggest that the electrostatic foam element, when in position between the inner face of the 
casing and the sensor element, is in a slightly compressed state, as recited in amended claim 8, and that 
a part of the foam element in contact with the sensor element has a larger surface than that of the sensor 
element, as recited in claim 15.
